It is critical for New Jerseyans

to maintain routine immuniza-

tions as well as vaccinations

against COVID-19 to protect

individuals. Nationwide, among children born between
1994 and 2018, vaccinations will prevent an estimated 419
million illnesses, 26.8 million hospitalizations, and 936,000
deaths over their lifetimes.

“COVID-19 disrupted both in-person learning and routine
vaccination appointments for many children over the last
year,” said the Commissioner. “I encourage families to put
vaccination at the top of their checklist as part of their safe
return to school and increased social activities.”

Childhood vaccines protect against 16 serious diseases
such as diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis (whooping cough),
polio, measles, mumps, rubella, Haemophilus influenzae
type b (Hib), hepatitis B, varicella (chickenpox) and pneu-
mococcal disease, thereby reducing the spread of disease to
others in classrooms, child care centers and communities.

Everyone six months of age and
older is recommended to receive a
yearly flu vaccine. Benefits of flu
vaccination include reduced flu
illnesses, fewer doctors’ visits and
fewer flu-related hospitalizations.

As children get older, they need
to be protected from certain dis-
eases like pertussis (whooping
cough), meningococcal disease,
and infections that can lead to
cancers associated with human papillomavirus (HPV).

The need for vaccines does not end in childhood. Adults
may need vaccines to protect against whooping cough,
pneumonia, and shingles. Vaccination is especially im-
portant for those who suffer from chronic health conditions
such as diabetes, heart disease and asthma.

Living with one of these chronic health conditions and get-
ting sick with a vaccine-preventable disease can cause se-
vere health consequences.

Be ready for the start of the school year
